Man And The Machine 


This era, writes Ralph T. Moore in the Oregon 
Voter, “ .. . is not the first time in history that plan- 
ning, approach, and the magic of method have under- 
mined initiative because they were relied upon to bring 
the results that could only stem from individual ef- 
fort. Of themselves, planning, approach, and method 
are only tools of trade. Unless put to good use by com- 
petent hands they are worthless, Yet we* persist in 
wying to assign to them an automatic potency they 
simply do not possess. We ascribe value to the mere 
possession of these tools and seem not to realize the 
sovereign importance.that lies in the skill of their us- 
er.” 

Then, later in his article, Mr. Moore says, "... we 
could use a change in attitude that put more emphasis 
on the competence of the man and less on the excellence 
of the method or system." 

What this means is that the extraordinary pro- 
gress we have made in the mechanics of production 
and service — using that phrase in the broadcast 
possible sense — must not be allowed to obscure the 
importance of the individual who employs that tech- 
nology. The man must be the master, not the servant, 
of the machine. This truth should never be forgotten 
by industry, the unions or the government no matter 
how big or successful they may be.

Our Surrender To 
Government 


Writing in the Oregon Voter, 
Ralph T. Moore says: “Quite pro- 
bably our age will go down in 
history as the age that tried to 
legislate righteousness and that 
tried to inculcate, via collectiv- 
ism, the needed public virtue lack 
ing in the individual... We have 
succeeded only in levying the yoke 
of high taxation and rigid regula- 
tion in return for a promise of 
physical ease.” 

Those ure hard words, but the 
record proves them. Every new, 
power and authority that is given 
to government takes away one 
more bit of individual erty. 
Every obligation and responsibil- 
ity thet is surrendered to govern- 
ment deprives the individual of 
qualities of self-reliance and inde- 
pendence that constitute the real 
strength of the nation. 


Slaves-Not Masters 


^... statistics are a complement, not a substitute, 
for trained intellect and common sense. They pose ques- 
tions, they don't answer them. They are slaves, not 
masters.” 

The words are those of James 2. Appel, M. D., pre- 
sident of the American Medical Association, And they 
apply with full force to certain criticisms of American 
standards of medical care, which hold that we must 
take a back seat to foreign medicine. 

For example, a statistical table shows that Swe- 
den's infant mortality rate is one per cent under that 
of the United States, and that the average Swede lives 
a few years longer than the average American. "But", 
observes Dr. Appel, “it is also a matter of record that 
a Swede in Minnesota outlives a Swede in Sweden, 
and, furthermore, that suicide's occur with much mor. 
frequency in Sweden than in the United States.” 

The point is that in comparing one nation's stat- 
istics with another's, questions of interpretation and 
definition are involved. For instance, in Sweden a 
baby is not considered born alie unless he actually 
breathes, In this country if there is a heart beat, move- 
ment of the voluntary muscles or pulsation of the um- 
bilical cord, it is considered a live birth, even though 
the child may never take a breath. There are other 
important differences in the standards and practices 
within the two countries which make out and out sta- 
tistical comparisons misleadng. 

That his been affirmed by Walo von Greyerz, M. 
D., a Stockholm physician. He has said, "Sweden is a 
homogeneous nation, impossible to equate with the 
vastness of the United States, I don't know how you 
would compare medicine in Sweden . . . with medicine 
in America. It surely can't be done with infant mortality 
and longevity statistics. People who do compare such 
things obviously are hunting for headlines.” 

The tremendous achievements of free American 
medicine аге a matter of record, Pettifogging compari- 
sons, which use raw statistics to produce preconceived 
conclusions, must not be allowed to obscure them.
